superintendent of schools

After three separate votes and 
about an hour of battling over 
priorities, qualifications and even 
other board members’ opinions, 
the Wilmington School Com- 
mittee on January 13 chose Dr. 
Carol Sager as the new 
superintendent of schools. 

“I've had a hard time making a 
decision,” said committeeman 
Demos. ‘I think I reached a 
decision when I got to the top of 
the steps because this is it!" 
Demos, who said his priorities in 
a superintendent included strong 
fiscal skills and exposure to 
various programs as a teacher 
and an administrator, stood 
behind the candidacy of Boston 
District Superintendent, Dr 
Donald Burgess. 

Les White and John Brooks also 
favored Burgess, saying that he 
had a compelling sense of 
organization and awareness of 
what was happening in each of his 
schools. Both men as well as 
Demos saw Burgess as a badly 
needed change agent for the 
Wilmington school system. 

Bridget Zukas, on the other 
hand, said, ‘Dr. Sager is the best 
person to give my children the 
education they need.'’ Her 
feelings were shared by Linda 
McMeniman and Phil Fenton. 

After the first tally, the vote, as 
described above, was evenly split 
between the two candidates 
Brooks asked the committee if 
they would like to take a second 
vote to see what happens, After 
the nominations for Dr, Sager and 

» Dr. Burgess came in the second 
time, McMenimen said that the 
board had always felt that if any 
choice for a position ever came 
down to two equally qualified 
candidates, the one from within 
the system should get the job. She 
added, ‘‘We are not married to a 
superintendent. If someone had 
told me five years ago that I 
would vote for Carol Sager for 
superintendent of schools, I'd 
have told them they were wrong . 

I think we should give her time 
to be supefintendent of schools, 
and if we are not happy (with her 
as superintendent), we can look 
elsewhere," 

This statement received a rash 
reaction from the other board 
members. Demos said that under 
no conditions did he recall ever 
voling for a person simply 
because he - she was a member of 
the system. He then reiterated 
that the system needs a change 
agent. 

Fenton countered his remarks 
saying that there has been a good 
dea} of change since Sager took 
over as acting superintendent. He 
also said he remembered saying 
that if a choice for a position ever 
came down to two qualified 
candidates, the one from inside 
the system should get it. 

Brooks interjected, ‘I'm a little 
disturbed that we're entering this 
on a negative approach - (that) 
whoever we get we can get rid 
of.” He said that the biggest 
question in his mind was if Sager 
is promoted will Wilmington lose 
some of the benefits of her 
curriculum skills once she has to 
spend her time administrating? 
McMenimen jumped in asking, 
“Are you implying that her chief 
strength is going to hold her 
back?” Brooks replied that he di¢ 
not have to clarify himself since 
McMenimen interupted before he 
could finish. 

‘The second tally of the vote for 
superintendent again resulted in 
a tie, with the votes going the 


same way they did in the first 
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Dr. Carol Sager 


round. The board called for a five 
minute recess, at which time a 
group of them disappeared into 
another room. Some members, 
like Fenton and McMenimen 
reappeared intermittantly 
Zukas, for the most part 
remained in the meeting room. 

After a time the only members 
still absent from the room where 
the meeting was supposed to be 
held in public were the three who 
had cast their votes for Burgess. 
Then they, too, disappeared. 

This time the voting went 
differently. Demos voted for 
Burgess, and Fenton and Mc 
Menimen went with Sager, as in 
the previous two rounds. When it 
was his turn to vote, Les White 
spoke to the committee and 
mernbers of the publt¢ who were 
present. He lashed out at the Open 
Meeting

reason the committee was having 
a difficult time reaching a 
decision was because, according 
to him, they could not “say the 
kind of things that need to be said 
without fear of embarassing 

the school committee, a can- 
didate, or the public.” The Open 
Meeting Law is the law that 
requires the school committee 
and other town boards to conduct 
most meetings in public, except 
for those that could have an 
impact on their relations with 
employees or contracts. The 
hiring of an official like a 
superintendent is required to be 
held in public session. White said 
that this law was good in theory 
originally, but had been abused, 
and ‘newspapers are to blame.” 
He then told the committee that 
he had changed his vote to Dr 
Carol Sager. 

John Brooks, who also changed 
his vote, had this to say: “I will 
state on a Bible that I did not seek 
the vote of any member of this 
committee for a particular 
candidate I will not subject 
myself to accusations that I tried 
to rig this election.”” He also said 
that he was angered by the host of 
rumors circulated throughout the 
course of the selection process 
and urged members of the public 
to bring their questions to 
members of the school committee 
to prevent future rumors from 
spreading. 

After the final tally, the vote 
was 5-1 in favor of Dr. Sager, and 
McMenimen moved that the vote 
be made unanimous to show their 
future support of the superin- 
tendent. It was so voted.

What was all that shooting? 


A drug bust that never really 
happened generated some ex- 
citement in Wilmington on 
Thursday. Several police cruisers 
converged on the Middlesex 
Avenue home of Sgt. Jay Palmer. 
In the ensuing action, several 
shots were fired, a Wilmington 
police officer was “wounded” and 
a man in a red stocking cap was 
“arrested.” 

The scene resembled the 
November drug raid on a Wilton 
Drive home. There was even a 
television camera. 

The television camera was the 
clue to what really happened on 
Thursday. The action was not a 
real drug raid, but a simulation, 
staged for taping by Channel 4’s 
Evening Magazine. 

Acrew from Evening Magazine 
was in Wilmington all day, 
preparing a story 
Morgese. Eleven years old, Ron 
both writes stories for the Town 
Crier, and publishes his own 
newspaper, the Wilmington 
Newsbreaker. ( 

With cooperation (from 
Wilmington police and fire 
departments and state police, the 
television crew shot scenes of Ron 
“covering” a drug bust and a fire. 
Both were staged for the camera. 

The day began on Marion 
Street, where Lt. Bill Nee threw 
some smoke bombs into a vacant 
house. As fire engines responded, 
the camera was rolling, and Ron 
was on the scene, taking notes. 

The camera crew then went to 
the Town Crier office, where Ron 
turned in his copy. 

Early in the afternoon, the crew 
set up the camera in front of 
Palmer’s house. The officers 
participating in the simulation 
were given. blanks. 

The action staged was similar 
to what occurred on Wilton Drive 
on November 5, when police 
began a drug raid. In that real 
incident, shooting broke out, and 
a state police officer was 
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on Ron’ 


wounded in the forearm 

In the staged action, 
Wilmington patrolman Mark 
Jepson played the part of the 
wounded officer, and narcotics 
officer Joseph Cuoco played the 
part of the suspect. After Jepson 
was whisked away in a state 
police cruiser, Cuoco was taken 
away in handcuffs. 

The shooting drew the attention 
of passing motorists. At various 
times, traffic was blocked off. 


One officer directing traffic 
entertained himself by telling 
different stories of what was 
happening, to curious passers by. 
One of those wild stories 
reached Dick Palmer, Jay's 
brother, who lives a quarter of a 
mile away. He came running, 
thinking the worst. Dick was 
relieved to find only simulated 
action. 

The story should be televised in 
six to eight weeks.

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The drunk driver: A life-or-death problem 


by Debbi Michals 

It always starts the same. First 
one drink, then another, and 
another still, until finally the 
drinker begins to lose control of 
his faculties. Yet he continues to 
drink, and when it is time to go 
home, he will insist he is perfectly 
capable of driving. He might even 
say that he drives better after a 
few drinks. That’s when the 
trouble starts. 

Once he gets behind the wheel 
of his car, he has the capacity to 
pronounce the life - or - death 
sentence on himself and everyone 
else who is on the road that 
evening. Still, he will drive away 
insisting that he has never had 
problems before - and besides, 
accidents happen only to other 
people, not to him. 

The drinking - driving problem 
has recently become a hot item in 
Massachusetts to to the increased 
number of related injuries and 
fatalities. Governor King, in an 
effort to solve this problem, has 
formed a 25 member task force to 
review the way other states have 
handled this situation both 
educationally and in terms of law 
enforcement. 

Superintendent of Tewksbury 
Schools, John Wynn was ap 
pointed to the Governor's Task 
Force on Alcoholic Abuse and 
Highway Safety and chairs a 
subcommittee on education. He 
explained that the role of this task 
force is to help the governor 
determine the extent of the 
problem and to suggest changes 
in the law wherever necessary. 
They are also supposed to look at 
educational programs offered by 
other states, he said, and 
recommend valid programs to 


the governor by the March 15 
deadline. 

According to Lieutenant 
Bernard Nally of the Wilmington 
Police Department, before a 
person suspected of driving under 
the influence of alcohol is stopped 
by the police, his driving is 
monitored. He explained that 
they usually follow a person for a 
while to see if he is weaving down 
the road, driving too fast or too 
slow, or staying on the wrong side 
of the street. If any of these 
conditions prevail, he is then 
pulled over for further inquiry. 

Once the driver is stopped, 
Nally said, the officer will look to 
see what physical condition he is 
in, He will check to see if the 
driver slurs his speech or uses 
improper English, if his eyes are 
red or glassy, if his face is 
flushed, and if he is able to find 
his license and registration 
easily. Nally explained that the 
person is also asked to step out of 
his car so the officer can see if he 
is able to stand or walk. 

At this point the officer forms 
an opinion of whether or not the 
driver of the vehicle had been 
drinking, Nally continued. “They 
don't have to falling down 
drunk,"’ he sai ‘There just has 
to be some indication that they 
have been drinking.” If the 
person is suspected of driving 
while under the influence of 
alcohol, he is arrested and taken 
to the police station where he will 
be checked in greater detail. 

At the station, Nally said, the 
driver is read his rights which 
includes the option to take a 
breatholizer test. If he refuses to 
take this test, the police have to 
advise him that the registry then 


has the right to suspend his 
driver's license, he continued. If 
the reading on the beatholizer test 
is of .05 or more, he can be 
charged, but if it is lower than .05, 
he is released, Nally explained. 

There are other rights a. person 
has, Nally went on. He has a right 
to a second breatholizer test to 
insure an accurate reading, and 
he also has a right to have a 
doctor of his own choosing and 
expense conduct a blood test to 
show the alcohol content in the 
blood stream. * 

If the arrest occurs in the 
evening, the person is held until 
he is sober and then released on 
bail to be tried at a later date, 
Nally said. If the arrest occurs 
during the day, however, he is 
held until sober and then taken to 
court to be tried. 

Once in court, Nally explained, 
the law is relatively simple. A 
person can choose to go to District 
Court and appear only before a 
judge, or he can request a First 
Instance Jury Trial in Lowell and 
appear before a six man jury. The 
latter of these is usually reserved 
for second offenders, Nally said, 
but the option is there for first 
offenders as well. 

First offenders who “plead or 
are found guilty, Nally said, are 
usually given the option to enlist 
in a 12 week alcohol safety 
program designed to make them 
aware of the hazards of drinking 
and driving. The cost df the 
course is $200 which the guilty 
party must pay for himself, he 
said. The probation department 
of the court usually reviews a 
person’s request to take this 
course, and if they feel it is in his 
best interest, their permission is 


A book on the Right Whale 


Dave Boeri is writing a book 
about Bowhead Whales. Several 
years ago he wrote a book about 
Fishing, about the life of the 
fishermen, on Georges Bank and 
the Grand Banks. 

In order to write in a 
knowledgeable manner Dave first 
spent a couple of years working 
on those boats. Then he wrote a 
book and it was published. Dave 
acknowledges he did not make a 
fortune, 

In order to write a book about 
the Bowheads one must first, it 
seems, live in a place where the 
Bowheads are. Dave has spent 
three winters in Alaska, and he 
knows whereof he writes. He had 
many color photos of the 
Bowheads, being cut up by 
Eskimos and by Aleuts. It is, for 
those people, a living, and that is 
a part of the book, 

He may be seen, every day, in 
the Centennial Room of the 
Wilmington Library. It is a place 
where he can be alone. That is 
important to anyone who is 
writing a book. It is also a place 
where he can get all kinds of 
reference material, and that too 
is important. Dave says the 
library has wonderful service. 

There are many species of 
whales, but only.the Bowhead was 
of major interest to man. The 
Bowhead is a whale which has an 
oily secretion within its head 
called Spermaceti: .That sper- 
maceti, years ago, was used to 
make candles. It also supplied, 
and supplies today, valuable 
lubrication materials, Whalers, 
when they went hunting for 
whales, looked for the Bowhead. 
It was, for them the ‘right’ whale, 
and thus it acquired its name of 
Right Whale. 

Back in the days when the 
Spaniards and the English were 
exploring the coasts of the New 
World, Danish and Dutch seamen 
were exploring the Arctic Ocean. 
They were the first to hunt down 
the Right Whale, and it may be 
that they made a better profit 
than did the Spanish and English 
seamen, 


Several hundred years later 
whalers from Nantucket and New 
Bedford went hunting for the 
‘right’ whale. They finished the 
trade, as far as the Atlantic part 
of the Artic Ocean was concerned 
Whale hunting, as a consequence, 
was transferred to the Pagific 
Ocean, and voyages from 
Bedford sometimes lasted four 
years. 

Whaling, as an occupation, 
hardly exists today. No longer do 
American vessels go in search of 
the monsters of the deep. Nor- 
wegian vessels did until about 20 
years ago. 

Japanese and Russian vessels 
still continue. There are in- 
ternational agreements, by which 
they are supposed to abide, on the 
hunting of whales 

Now, according to Dave Boeri, 
there are only 2500 ‘right’ whales 


Arctic Ocean and the Bering Sea. 
Only the Aleuts and the Eskimos 
may hunt them, under US law, 

It is, he says, a question of 
whether or not those whales will 
survive. 

He has written about 300 pages 
of his book. He eXpects it will be 
about 450 pages in length when 
finished. A New York book 
publisher has already advanced 
royalties on its publication 

Dave, now that he is home in 
Wilmington again, is also serving 
as a trustee of the Wilmington 
Library. A Wilmington High 
School graduate, he is also a 
graduate of Wesleyan College in 
Connecticut, and the University 
of Washington, 

Before he headed north, to 
Point Barrow, the northernmost 
point in the United States, he was 
teaching college near Juneau, 
Alaska. 


given. If a person enrolls in this 
program, he is allowed to keep his 
driver's license as long as he 
completes the course, Nally said. 

Upon completion of the course, 
the driver is free to go, although 
records that he was found guilty 
of driving under the influence of 
alcohol are put on file. 

Second offenders face 
something slightly different 
under current Massachusetts 
law, Nally said. Usually the 
license is suspended immediately 
if the driver is found guilty, 
although recently they have been 
allowed to take the alcohol safety 
course for a second time at double 
the cost. 

According to Lt. Nally, most of 
the problems in this area are 
alcohol-related. He said that he 
would guess at least half of the 
automobile accidents in town 
have occured due to drinking, and 
the majority of those brought in 
on alcohol violations of one type of 
another are between the ages of 
19 and 30. 

In Wilmington with a 
population of approximately 
17,800 in 1979, there were 94 liquor 
related arrests out of a total of 718 
arrests, according to the annual 
town report for that year. In 1980, 
the population increased by only 
about 200, yet the number of total 
arrests was up to 833, 142 of which 
were alcohol violations. There are 
usually four to five police officers 
on the road per shift with one 
remaining at the station, a 
spokesman for the police 
department said. 

Tewksbury is another case 
entirely. Lt. Ricahrd Mackey said 
the town’s drinking problem is not 
a major one. In 1979 Tewksbury 


Dear Larz: 

I wish to rebut and elaborate on 
the statement in the Town Crier, 
December 30, which stated: 

- that lead paint in the Swain 
School was minimal 

- that the lead paint found in the 
Glen Road School was 100 times 
more costly to solve 

- that the parents’ pleas to close 
the Swain School subsided due to 
this 

It is misleading to define lead 
paint as minimal, Poison is poison 
or it is not. Judging by the speed 
on which compliance with the law 
has not been met, minimal must 
mean non-existing. The only thing 
that is minimal is the law, which 
to date has not even been met. 

The statement that it is 100 
times more costly to delead the 
Glen Road School is debatable. 
The reason that was given for the 
high cost of deleading the Glen 
Road School was that this alleged 
lead paint was on metal surfaces. 
This reasoning demonstrates a 
lack of knowledge on the lead 
paint law. Metal is considered a 
non-chewable surface and thus 
does not need to be deleaded. 

This brings us to the part that 
pleas to close the Swain School 
subsided due to this report. This 
report convinced no one, least of 
all parents who were concerned 
for the safety of their children. 

Your statement could have 
more accurately read: 

A test showed that lead paint is 
indeed in the Swain School. 
Parents were outraged after 
being misled. They wanted a 
newer, safer and more equal 
facility for their children. The 
School Committee reacted by 
hiring someone to convince 
parents that the Swain School did 
have some minimal lead paint, 
but that the newer Glen Road 
School did also. Parents were not 
convinced or appeased. Concerns 
to close the Swain school and open 
a safer school fell on deaf ears.

The total number of arrests, 
according to the annual town 
report and police records for that 
year was 915, 160 of which were 
liquor violations. The- town’s 
population dropped by about 220 
in 1980, yet the total number of 
arrests increased by 101 and the 
total number of alcohol related 
arrests was up an additional 114. 
Mackey said there are usually 
five to six police officers on the 
road with two at the station 
on the shift. 

Nally and Mackey differ 
greatly om the issue of ef- 
fectiveness of the drinking 
driving law as it currently stands. 
Nally said that he likes the way 
the alcohol awareness program is 
set up for the first offenders 
because, he said, “Our country 
seems to be based on giving 
people one break, and that’s what 
this program does.” He added 
that he does think the law should 
be stricter for second offenders. 

Mackey, on the other hand, said 
that the alcohol awareness 
program is a “complete failure."” 
He said that the officials admit 
that it is not helping to curb the 
problem, and he added, ‘I can see 
why it was a complete failure. It 
was a joke to start with." He said 
he feels that the law should be 
changed back to the way it used to 
be before this alcohol awareness 
program was instituted. Ac- 
cording to Mackey, first offenders. 
used to have their licenses 
automatically revoked for one 
year, with second offenders 
facing five years without their 
licenses. He explained that in 
some cases he would be in favor 
of a two to three month jail term

They won't listen to our pleas and 
badgering. We have been trying 
to tell them (as a matter of public 
safety) to post numbers on their 
houses, so that they can be seen 
by incoming emergency vehicles.

When 
we warn them of the dangers of 
anything, they could care less 
because they think it won't 
happen to them.” 

Wynn explained that currently 
in. Tewksbury schools there is an 
alcohol awareness program 
beginning at the elementary 
level. This program, according to 
the superintendent, is designed to 
help- the children develop at- 
titudes toward drinking at a 
young age. He added that from 
what he has learned from talking 
to various youngsters, the 
program is working. 

Like Mackey and Nally, Wynn 
feels that the law needs to be 
changed. He said he would like to 
see more preventive education 
for first offenders and more 
severe penalties for second of- 
fenders. But, Wynn said, the 
problem can not be solved simply 
by making the laws more 
stringent. Effective education for 
both adults and children will also 
help to decrease the problem of 
drunk drivers in Massachusetts.

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Planners are split on fee schedule plan 


A proposal that would require 
darogers to pay for using 
Tewksbury Planning Board and 
other town employees when 
subdivision plans requiring a 
“special permit’ are reviewed 
was left undecided following a 
Public hearing on Monday Jan., 


he proposal was made while 
the board was considering 
passage of an amendment to the 
town’s subdivision rules and 
regulations that would spell out 
the rules and procedures for 
public hearings and board action 
on “‘special permit” applications 

The town's zoning by-law states 
that the planning board must 
issue a “‘special permit" to allow 
construction in a multi-family 
district (MFD) or cluster type 
subdivision. However, the sub- 
division rules and regulations, 
which are separate from the 
zoning by-law, do not contain 
uniform rules and procedures for 
hearings on the applications for 
those permits. 

The gap was created in 1978 
when the townspeople voted to 
allow MFD's and stipulated that 
the planners issue a “special 
permit'’ before construction can 
start. The quirk was brought to 
the attention of the board by Town 
Counsel Charles Zaroulis, said 
Board Chairman Joseph Doherty. 

Despite the lack of uniform 
rules and regulations for the 


fe as 


issuance of “special permits” the 
board has already granted them 
to several projects in town. 
Doherty told the Town Crier that 
the lack of rules may have been a 
legitimate gripe in an appeal of a 
permit issuance, but he said that 
the permits already granted 
remain in effect and are lawful 
because no appeals were filed 
within the 21 day appeal period. 

The board took no action 
following the public hearing and it 
is expected the proposed 
amendment, which currently 
does not contain fees for the use of 
town personnel, will be adopted in 
the near future. Adoption of the 
amendment, which does not 
require town meeting action, 
requires a majority vote of the 
board, but, if any changes are to 
be made after passage, another 
public hearing may be required. 

Town Planner Lee Newman 
argued that a proposed $100 
“fixed filing fee" that would 
cover advertising and ad- 
ministrative costs should be 
changed to a “fee schedule” 
before the amendment is adopted. 

That schedule would list the 
average hourly rate of all town 
employees who review plans. 
Developers would then be 
charged for the total amount of 
time those employees spend on 
the plans along with the current 
system of having the developer 
pay when the town’s consulting 


aot 
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engineer's review the plans. 

The board appeared 
vehemently split on the idea. 
Doherty agreed with it to some 
extent by saying that 2% has left 
the board with “absolutely no 
money to operate” and that 
anyone who makes an application 
to the board “or to any other 
board has to pay the fee.” 

But Planner Robert Sullivan, 
who is in the construction 
business, opposeed the idea. He 
said that services of town em- 
ployees are “part of the tax 
burden." He agrued that 
developers are tax payers and 
should be entitled to a certain 


amount of “free service” after 
paying their taxes. ° 
Sullivan agreed that the 


developer should continue to pay 
for the consulting engineers, but 
he could not go along with the fee 
schedule. 

“We can’t keep hiding behind 
2%," Sullivan said. 

However, Newman suggested 
the schedule will be an in- 
ducement for developers to file 
good plans. She agrued that 
developers will try to submit 
plans needing very little time to 
review if they are required to pay 
an hourly rate. She said that 
under a “fixed filing fee’’ some 
plans will require extensive 
review while others will require 
little review. 

When that happens, she ex- 
plained, the “fixed fee" has to be 
set high enough to cover the cost 
of the plans needing extensive 
review. She said that type of plan 
would mean developers “who do 
their homework” end up having 
to subsidize those who don’t. 

Planner George Donovan said a 
fee schedule would be like 
“opening a Pandora's box’’ 
because several town depart- 
ments would be invovied. He later 
added he felt a high fixed fee 
gives better administrative 


“1 feel as a tax payer, whether 
a construction worker or not, they 
should be entitled to some free 
service,” Sullivan said. 


Planner David Cook disagreed 
and supported the idea of “pay as 
you go.” But Sullivan said, if that 
ideology were adopted, ‘‘Then we 
(tax payers) should pay for every 
fire call, every police call.” 

“Sure,” Cook responded and 
added that it would then be the 
people who most use those ser- 
vices who pay for them. 

Doherty put an end to the 
discussion he said was “getting 
off base” by suggesting the board 
concentrate on first adopting 
some rules and then set another 
date to consider the fee schedule.

The problem: Lack of elderly housing 


Will Wilmington finally get 
some housing for the elderly in 
1982? 

The Wilmington Housing 
Authority (WHA) dates back to 
1951. Since then it has been able to 
accomplish only one program in 
housing for the elderly, the 
Deming Way project. Nearby 
towns and cities have had several 
such projects. In every instance 
there is a housing authority that 
was formed anywhere from half a 
dozen to over a dozen years later. 

One of the reasons, present 
members of the WHA say, is that 
for years Wilmington was 
grouped with inner-core cities of 
Boston, in priorities. The result 
was that Cambridge, and such 
places, got the funds, and 
Wilmington did not. 

More recently Wilmington has 
changed, with respect to areas, 
The result was, a couple of years 
ago, federal funds were allocated 


for housing for the elderly and for 
family housing. 
The locale chosen in 


Wilmington was not the best, for 
several reasons. There was a 
special town meeting in which 


housing was voted down 
vociferously. Since then there has 
been communication between 
selectmen and housing authority, 
and it seems that Wilmington is 
again in line for Federal or state 
funds. 

Wilmington has 40 units of 
housing for the elderly. North 
Reading too, has 40 units. 

Other nearby towns have more, 
and the housing authorities have 
the support of their townspeople. 

Andover has 176 units of elderly 
housing. Billerica has 144 
‘Chelmsford has 72 and North 
Andover 179. Reading has 80 units 
and Tewksbury has 140.* 

In all but three of the towns 
there is, at this time, more con- 
struction of housing for the 
elderly. Of the three towns 
without such construction, 
Wilmington is one. The others are 
Reading and North Reading. 
Tewksbury, at this time has 50 
units of housing for the elderly 
under construction. 

The problem that sidetracked 
the housing in Wilmington was 
that low income family housing is 


also required, by the regulations 
of the Federal Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD). 

Wilmington, at this time has 12 
units for family housing. North 
Reading has 20, Andover has 36, 
and 24 units of housing for 
veterans, Tewksbury has 32 and 
Reading has 35, Chelmsford has 
48 and Billerica 57. Andover has 
63 units, together with 56 for 
veterans. 

The present WHA membership 
is composed of George Hooper, 
chairman; Kevin McMillin, 
Lorraine Brozyna, Melvin F. 
Keough and Warren Newhouse 

The members have been 
meeting with Federal and local 
officials as well as zens’ 
groups in order to find a suitable 
course to provide housing for the 
elderly, handicapped and 
families. 

As a result HUD has seen fit to 
reduce its original Wilmington 
proposal for family units for 25 to 
10, and of elderly units from 80 to 
50. 


“The WHA, according to Hooper, 
is hopeful of action in the coming 
year. 


LWV to hold public forum on housing 


The Wilmington League of 
Women Voters (LWV) will 
discuss Wilmington housing in a 
public information night, Wed- 
nesday, February 10. The 
meeting is to be held in the 
American Legion Hall, 119 
Middlesex Ave., and will start at 8 
p.m. Persons involved in the 


program will represent state, 
regional and local levels. 

‘Housing’ to some in 
Wilmington brings to mind heated 
and emotional battles in town 
meeting and at various board 
meetings. “Housing” to others 
may simply be a word describing 
a place where people live. 

To still others, the LWV says, 
the word may mean an issue that 
must be dealt with so that people 
may afford decent homes for 
themselves and their families. 

Where does Wilmington fit, in 
this issue? The League of Women 
Voters has a study group to find 
out what Wilmington has to offer 
its residents in the way of 
housing. 

Wilmington has 4,999 housing 
units. Of these 4,572 are owner 
occupied. The vacancy rate in two 
percent for owner occupied units 
and 2% percent for renter oc- 
cupied units. This is a very low 
vacancy rate for persons looking 
for a place to live, in a town such 
as Wilmington. 


Four thousand, seven hundred 
and five units in Wilmington are 
categorized as being in standard 
condition. The other 293 units 
need some work, in varying 
degrees, to bring them up to 
standard condition. Of these 264 
are owner occupied, and 29 are 
renter occupied. 

“Standard” condition, as used 
by the LWV, allows for routine 
maintenance jobs that may need 
to be done. Substandard may 
include a routine maintenance 
job. This further reduces the 
availability of desireable homes 
on the market. 

Available housing in the area 
has an average sale price of 
$72,000 - $73,000, the LWV 

. The League has talked 
with some realty offices in 
Wilmington, and the comments 
were: “Most people - what they 
can afford they won't live in.” “ 
Most people with a down payment 
can usually find something. 
Whether it’s what they wanted is 
another question."’ ‘* People 


aren't buying because of the 
interest rate - there are plenty of 
$60,000 homes."’ 

Listing in the Boston Globe real 
estate section, taken three weeks 
apart, for Wilmington had an 
average asking price of $74,026. 
The range was from $46,900 to “‘in 
the 90’s.”" 

So, the LWV asks, are there a 
lot of homes that are affordable to 
people living in Wilmington? Can 
children who want to stay in town 
afford to do so, when they move 
out of their parent's homes, to 
start their own families? What 
can the elderly or handicapped 
people do if they choose to move 
from their present homes to one 
that is more suitable to their 
needs? 

The LWV reports that it is 
preparing an article which will 
discuss what Wilmington offers in 
the way of housing to people of 
limited income, and which will 
give them an indication of how 
many persons are waiting for 
such assistance.

Junior varsity sports are often 
regulated to the final paragraph 
of the varsity game story. Oh, and 
by the way, the JV’s won too. But 
the majority of varsity players 
who are getting the good press 
now played a junior varsity sport 
somewhere down the line, with 
the JV team the last step on the 
“feeder system” rung. 

Tewksbury High School's girls 
varsity basketball squad is 
currently 10-0 and enroute to a 
third consecutive Eastern Mass 
Tourney berth and a Merrimack 
Valley Conference championship.

Tewksbury at 
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Middlesex Canal in 
National Register 10 years 


The old Middlesex Canal is in 
the National Register of Historic 
It has been in that 

register since 1972. 

Somehow that news never 
seemed to get to Wilmington 

Volumes have been written 
about the old canal, which is the 
oldest of its kind in the United 
States. It was started in 1792, and 
the first traffic was in 1803. The 
canal was instrumental in 
building up the city of Lowell, and 
places north of that city. Much of 
the cargo carried on the canal 
barges was cotton, raw cotton 
going to Lowell, and manufac- 
tured cotton going back to 
Charlestown and Boston, 

It was replaced in 1835, when 
the Boston & Lowell Railroad was 
constructed, and within 18 months 
almost all canal traffic had 
ceased. 

There are several vantage 
points along the more than 27% 
mile course of that canal from 
which it may be viewed ad- 
vantageously. Wilmington offers 
some of the best. 

The old aquaduct, which 
carried the canal over the 
Shawsheen River is an imposing 
ruin. Another, not quite as im- 
posing, is the aquaduct which 
carried the canal over the Maple 
Meadow Brook. 

The Maple Meadow Brook is 
within the bounds of the 
Wilmington Town Park, when it 
was voted, in part a town effort to 
preserve ‘the canal. The park 
offers not only good views, but a 
good idea of the size of the land 
preserved by being in the 
National Historic Register. No 
land in the Register may be 
disturbed without going through a 
process of public hearings. 

From Burlington Avenue to a 
point near the Woburn line the 
canal may be easily followed, on 
foot. The boundaries, as set forth 
in the National Register, for each 
embankment, are 15 rods from 
the canal itself. This is for the 
area between Burlington Avenue 
and the Woburn line, 

A rod is 16% feet. It is an old

measurement, used by surveyors. 

Translated into a measurement 
which may be more easily un- 
derstood, that of feet, the 
National Register protects 247% 
feet on each side of the old canal, 
as it goes from Burlington Avenue 
to the Woburn line. 

‘The canal trough, or water line, 
was 30% feet wide at the water 
line and 20 feet wide at its bottom. 
The depth was three and one half 
feet. 

Two hundred, forty-seven and 
one half feet on each side, and 
3044 feet for the canal itself totals 
a distance of 625! feet for the 
width of the area being protected. 

Where the canal goes through 
marsh or swamp, as it does in a 
great part in Wilmington those 
figures are not of much value, but 
they can be appreciated if one 
views the canal in the Town Park. 
Practically the entire ‘‘ox-bow” 
near Main Street is included in 
the territory set aside, almost up 
to Main Street itself.

Where have all the heroes gone?

It happens all the time to Mr. 
Wizard and Sky King. 

Don Herbert, who used to star in 
the popular children’s television 
show “Watch Mr. Wizard," will be 
walking alohg a street in southern 
California when someone will come 
up to him and say, “‘I got interested 
in seience because 6f your show. 
‘Today I'm working on the Saturn 
project at the Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory because of you."’ 

Or Kirby Grant, TV's “Sky King,”* 
will board a commercial airliner 
and the pilot will recognize him 

“Ladies and gentlemen,” the pilot 
will “announce over the intercom 

“the reason I'm flying your plane 
today is because of a man sitting in 
the coach section." 


Mr. Wizard, Sky King, the Lone 
Ranger, Captain Midnight, Annie 
Oakley, Hopalong Cassidy, Roy 
Rogers and Dale Evans, Superman 
and Lois Lane — these were the 
heroes and heroines of’ the 
generation of Americans raised on 
children’s television in the 1950s and 
early '60s. “We decided to do things, 
to enter careers, because of these 
people, ”’ one fan recalls 

“I grew up in upstate New York 
and was the first kid on the block to 
have a TV — 
“*By proxy, I was a very popular kid, 
and my friends and I watched all the 
Saturday morning shows 
Sometimes we'd travel three hours 
with our parents to Macy's in New 
York City to see Wild Bill Hickok in 
person. He was our hero. He was 
important to us

“But who are kids going to go see 
10 years from now? They're not 
going to try to meet Scooby-Doo 
because Scooby-Doo is an animated 
dog.” 

Who are today's — and 
tomorrow's — heroes? Do children 
still need heroes? 

These are some of the questions 
this fan, a former college teacher 
and television critic, is asking in his 
latest book, “Saturday Morning 
T.V." (New York: Dell Books). An 
exhaustive look at “Thirty Years of 
the Shows You Waited All Week to 
Watch,” as the subtitle describes it, 
the book explores commercialism in 
television, violence in today’s and 
yesterday’s shows, today's cartoon 
shows, and the general spirit of live 
television. 

When Gary Grossman was first 
approached by his publishers to do a 
nostalgic follow-up on his earlier 
book, “Superman: Serial to Cereal,” 
he told them no. “I said, no, not 
nostalgia. I'm interested in doing a 
book on children's television, but 
only if I can be as critical as 1 want 


‘Saturday Morning T.V."- Mr. 
Grossman is at his critical best 
‘Some people may think they’re 
getting a fun book with a lot of 
pictures," he says, “‘but they're also 
getting a lot of anger — from people 
who shouldn't be unemployed, and 
who shouldn’t be ignored by the 
medium they really love."" 


Grossman spent more than a year 
researching his book and in 
terviewing a variety of television 
personalities. “I interviewed Lamb 
Chop (the hand puppet), and Lamb 
Chop said things to me that Shari 
(Lamb Chop’s creator) would not 
say. Aftér all, Shari Lewis is 


working — she conducts symphony 
orchestras — but Lamb Chop is not 
working 


“Lamb Chop is the one who is 
highly critical of the networks today 
Lamb Chop is the one who said that 
if you sent children's Saturday 
morning TV through the mail today 
it would be returned as junk mail." 

In his interviews with yesterday's 
stars, Grossman found one 
overriding, not surprising, criticism 
of today’s children’s programming 
the lack of live actors. "What they 


were talking about is the need for 
diversity,” he explains. “'In the '50s 
and early ’60s we had choices of 40 
different shows to watch. Kids today 


don’t have those choices. 
“It really comes down to cost,"" he 
continues. “You have to pay 


residuals to Roy Rogers, but you 
don't to Yogi Bear. In animation, the 
cartoon characters don’t need health 
plans, they don’t grow old, and they 
can be rerun ad infinitum. The scale 
for writing 4 cartoon show is much 
less than for writing a live-action 
show or a puppet show. And that, in 
essence, is why Saturday morning 
programming for children is almost 
exclusively cartoons.” 


In addition to providing heroes 
and role models, Grossman says 
many of the early children’s 
television shows taught some needed 
moral lessons. “There were 
episodes that I remember to this day 
of ‘The Rifleman,’ because the 
relationship between the son and the 
father was so great. For example, 
the son was not allowed to have a 
gun. He knew that his father only 
used his gun when he was forced to, 
and then only defensively, and the 
son was punished if he took the gun. 
All through the show, the son wanted 
a gun, but his father kept saying, 
‘No. You learn to argue with the 
intellect, you learn to use your 
mind.’ That was the theme of the 
show 

“There was violence on ‘The 
Rifleman,’ but it was restrained 
And the only way violence is going to 


be restrained in society is if it's 
talked about. We need to talk about 
it constantly.” 


If that sounds like wise advice 
from a grandfatherly type, Gary 
Gorssman doesn't fit the image. He 
was only a few years older than his 
students when he began teaching 
several years ago at Boston's 
Emerson College, his alma mater 
and a leading communications 
school in the United States. From 
there, he branched into free-lance 
writing and soon landed a job as 
television critic with the Boston 
Herald American. He has recently 
begun a screenwriting career in 
California, where he also heads up 
his own television production 
company

Gov. King suggests Orwell's ‘1984’

you. Meanwhile, our thoughts are 
with Tony, his father, Sal, his family 
and friends. 

On to other items: I wish Gov. 
King would stick to legislative 
proposals that will enhance our 
constitutional rights, not narrow 
them.

being shown on subscription 
television. This decision was made 
after representatives from Morality 
in the Media showed the governor a 
segment of an R-rated film that has 
been aired on Starcase.

Has 
he forgotten the First Amendment? 
To begin with, viewers in general 
are riot being subjected to these 
movies, which, incidentally, are 
shown late at night. Only those who 
desire to see them, because they 
must pay a fee to view the movies in 
their homes. The fee provides a 
special converter that decodes the 
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Grossman also worked for several 
years on the Boston-based “Rex 
Trailer Show."

Grossman is quick to rate today's 
“Sesame Street” a “wonderful” 
show, but he nevertheless contends 
that it deals with young children in a 
“somewhat idealistic, pristine 
world" without addressing the kinds 
of issues that even young children 
can begin to think about. “There are 
no heroes on ‘Sesame Street 


-they've eliminated them, and as a 


result it's more comedy that social 
criticism," he notes.

Recession can be hard on 
your head-and your wallet

The Crunch — it makes a sham- 
bles of your entertainment budget, 
your credit rating, your home. 
family, and eventually, your head 
itself, These days, emotional 
equilibirum seems to be going the 
way of the 5 cent beer, the 10 cent 
cigar, and the affordable bus ride. 

Everybody's talking about the 
recession, but not too much is being 
sald about its effect on people. The 
recession is more than an economic 
matter — its shock waves are being 
felt throughout society on all levels, 
right down to individuals and 
families, 

Obviously, it's hard to be happy if 
you're broke. Presidents and other 
leaders can enjoin us to and bear it, 
but since we can’t pass this advice 
on to our creditors, that's often hard 
todo. Many people, for the first time 
in -their lives, are experiencing 
financial crisis of the sort which 
says they may not be able to live the 
way they're used to any more. 

This, of course, amounts to waking 
up from the good old American 
Dream. Whether it’s unrealistic or 
not, it's what we grew up with and 
therefore as real to most of us as any 
of the more “basic” elements of 
living.

for depression, or a general “Why 
bother?" attitude; or they can work 
to bring other issues into play. Small 
problems become big ones: a 
husband and wife, for example, may 
find themselves battling over every 
minor issue which, in better times, 
they prefer to overlook. Children too 
become victims of the Crunch, as 
tense, worried, and disappointed 
parents are unable to give them the 
positive attention they need. A 
parent who {s feeling insecure 
clearly cannot provide a child with 
the sense of security he or she needs 
to grow up feeling confident and 
comfortable in the world. 

Another common side effect of the 
Crunch: alcohol abuse. Economic 
difficulties, especially on the scale 
we're now experiencing, can leave a 
person feeling so powerless that 
normal inhibitions are weakened 
and he or she begins to indulge in 
self destructive behaviors. Once 
again, “Who cares?" becomes the 
prevailing attitude. 

The attitude of ‘What difference 
will it make?" comes as a result of 
feeling overwhelmed by 
cumstances beyond one’s control 
No matter how hard you work, or 
how much you scrimp and save, 
you're always under pressure, So 
you overeat, over drink, and 
(unknowingly) add to a possible 
depression 

Even ff you're not losing your job, 
your house, or something as major 
as that, just losing spending power 
can represent a significant loss. 
Many people who work have been 


used to a certain kind of modest 
affluence, which no longer exists. 
‘Not being able to go to the movies, to 
eat out, take a vacation, or replace a 
dying automobile can result in 
anger, overwhelming frustration, 
and a feeling of powerlessness. 

While no one has yet come up with 
the method for turning this recession 
around, one thing which the afflicted 
can do which helps somewhat is 
share how they're feeling with each 
other. The simple process of support 
which occurs in a group gripe 
session can be invaluable. Knowing 
that you're not alone in feeling 
helpless and angry can go a long 
way toward restoring damaged self 
esteem. 

Above all, it's.important to treat 
yourself better than inflation does. If 
you feel yourself slipping into self 
destructive behaviors, it would be 
wise to seek help if necessary, to 
stop the progression before it makes 
the situation far worse than it has to 
be.

New premium put on auto streamlining 


By Tony Grey 


A decade ago, full-size cars had 
the “aerodynamics of bricks,” 
asserts Gary Romberg, manager of 
the aerodynamics department of 
Chrysler Corporation. 

Chrysler at the time Mad three 
engineers working part time on 
aerodynamics. The job, Mr. Rom: 
berg says, was to reduce air 
resistance on Plymouth and Dodge 
stock racing cars, not the run-of-the- 
mill highway cars that motorists 
bought from a car dealer's 
showroom. It was a time when the 
full-size cars built by the company 
had a “drag coefficient” of around 
0.60. 

It just didn’t matter when gasoline 
cost 40 cents a gallon or less. 
However, the 1973-74 Arab oil em- 
bargo and resulting energy crisis 


rewrote the script entirely. 

Now Chrysler has six engineers 
working full time: on future cars, 
none of them for the race track, with 
an eye on a coefficient of drag (CD) 
Of 0:20 to 0.23 — a measure of the 
ease with which air passes over, 
under, and around a motor vehicle. 

‘Aerodynamics has always been 
vital in aircraft and space-vehicle 
design, but only recently has the 
auto industry learned that even at 35 
to 40 miles an hour, aerodynamics 
has a profound influence on the 
miles per gallon a car will deliver. 

One carmaker goes so far as to 
insist that aerodynamics has a 
bearing on fuel economy as low as 15 
m.p.g., While another says that 
aerodynamics influences m.p.g. at 
all vehicle speeds.

Recovery Tax Act of 1981, which 
should substantailly bolster railroad 
finances. As with capital-intensive 
industries, railroads have been 
unable to generate sufficient tax 
liability against which to offset 
substantial investment tax credits. 
These have in the past reached their 
seven-year expiration date before 
being utilized. Under the new law, 
however, the expiration period for 
using up investment tax credits has 
been extended to 15 years.

Further, companies with excess 
investment tax credits may now sell 
the tax attributes of certain physical 
assets generated by the investment 
tax credit and depreciation without 
transferring title to the assets to the 
second party.

Company — rolling resistance and 
wind resistance. 

To improve miles-per-gallon 
performance, automakers are at- 
tacking both problems. In modern 
cars, wind resistance and rolling 
resistance are just about equal at 40 
miles an hour. But as cars become 
more aerodynamic, the speed at 
which the coefficient of drag equals 
the rolling resistance will be higher. 

Improved tires and higher tire 
pressures also reduce rolling 
resistance. 

Consider the following 

—To improve fuel economy by 1 
mile a gallon by using high 
technology alone costs aout $1 
billion. But achieving the same 
result with better streamlining costs 
a small fraction of that amount 

—Revisions to a vehicle so as to 
improve its aerodynamic qualities 
cost an automaker virtually nothing 
in the way of materials because it 
only involves the shape of the 
materials and not their choice or 
quantity 

For every 10 percent reduction. 
in highway fuel economy, there is a3 
percent improvement in 
metropolitan highway economy and 
2 percent in city mileage, according 
to engineers at Ford, Chrysler, and 
General Motors. 

At the present time, most cars 

produced in the world are in the CD 
category of 0.40 to 0.50. By the mid. 
1980s, however, most cars built here 
and abroad for sale in the United 
States will be in the range of 0.30 to 
0.40. By the end of the decade, some 
vehicles will have a €D of between 
0.20 and 0.30. 
-By the mid-80s many cars will 
have the air intake for engine 
cooling purposes placed below the 
front bumper, a position found to 
add the least to the CD. The below: 
bumper air intake enables the two- 
seater Mercury LN7, for instance, to 
post one of the industry's lowest CD 
figures on a production-model 
vehicle — an impressive 0.34 

—Within a few years all vehicle 
windshields will be flush-mounted (a 
few already are) for minimum wind 
resistal in a very critical area. 
Rear glass also will be flush- 
mounted, although the CD im- 
provement is far less than in a flush- 
mounted windshield. 

—Side glass as well ill be flush- 
mounted before long. One produc- 
tion car, the Northern Ireland-built 
DeLorean, already has flush- 
mounted side glass; while another 
prototype model, the Isuzu Piazza, 
built in Japan but not exported, uses 
flush glass all around. 

Many motorists stil! object to 
windows that are not movable, 
according to A. Lloyd Nedley, 
aerodynamics coordinator for 
Chevrolet passenger cars, who 
agrees that the Isuzu Piazza is an 
excellent example of flush-mounted 
side glass. However, he adds, flush 
side windows are much more dif- 
ficult to achieve than flush-mounted 
windshields. 

—Windshield mounting angles will 
become more rakish until 65 degrees 
is reached. There is no need to 
achieve an even higher degree, 
because there is no further 
aerodynamic gain by increasing the 
angle 

Nearly all cars, domestic and 
import, will have flush-mounted 
windshields by 1985, using the type 
now found in the Cadillac Eldorado; 
all of the GM X-body cars, such as 
the Chevrolet Citation; and the six- 
month-old J-cars. 

Chevrolet is now at 62- 
windshield on some models and is 
trending toward 65 degrees by the 
mid-'80s, although Nedley says that 
he himself doesn't see much of an 
aerodynamic gain by going that far. 

“It’s more a matter of styling,” he 
observes, adding that thebig gains 
in lower CD were in windshield 


angles up to 59 degrees.

—For minimum wind resistance, 
wheel covers and wheels that don’ 
require covers will be designed with 
maximum flatness in mind and be 
fairly flush with the tires. Large 
holes in the wheels or wheel covers 
are ruled out because they cause 
turbulence and increase drag. Sinall 
functional holes are acceptable, 
however, as they help to cool the 
brakes. 

Such are the changes in body 
styling over the next few years. 

Aerodynamics has taken on 
Special importance, not only to get 
improved economy, but because of 
the downsizing trend in automobiles 


these,days. 

“AS cars get smaller, they get 
lighter faster than they get 
smaller,” asserts Romberg of 
Chrysler Corporation. 

“Aerodynamics forces have a 
great deal more influence on small, 
light cars than they do on large, 
heavy autos,” he adds. To put it 
another way, Romberg says that 
“an aerodynamically ‘clean’ car is a 
good-handling car, particularly 
when you are speaking of a small, 
light car. 

To achieve optimal design these 
days, the wind tunnel is essential to 
both auto designers and engineers. 

‘The Chrysler K-car (Dodge Omni 
and Plymouth Reliant), for 
example, received a total of 320 
hours of wind-tunnel testing so as to 
reduce drag of the original body 
design by 20 percent 

Chrysler uses two modern wind 
tunnels — one at the firm's proving 
ground in Chelsea, Mich., about.50 
miles west of here, and the other in 
Ottawa, which is operated by the 
Canadian National Research Cen: 
ter. 


For the past 3/2 years, Mr. Lewry 
has been executive engineer for 
aerodynamics at Ford. Ford uses 
the Lockheed aircraft tunnel in 
Marietta, Ga., till its own $25 million 
tunnel is built. 

Aerodynamics is best identified as 
an art, says Nedley of Chevrolet. 

Looking at the aerodynamic gains 
made in recent years by most 
automakers by raising the rear deck 
(trunk lid), Nedley predicts that the 
height of the deck on GM's all-new 
A-cars, the intermediate Chevrolet 
Celebrity, and others due on the road 
in January will be the limit in the 
foreseeable future. 

Chevrolet has “tried a lot of things 
with varying degrees of success” 
under the car to improve CD. 

Wind-tunnel tests prove that the 
front end is by far the most im- 
portant area to clean up 
aerodynamically. The farther back 
you go (on a car’s underside), the 
Jess important modifications are for 
streamlining. 

Air dams are becoming vital in the 
front, but they must be carefully 
tuned to each model in the wind 
tunnel. They are capable of a “‘one- 
two” punch, according to Nedley. 

First, there's lower aerodynamic 
drag; second, the air dam helps with 
the air-flow rate through the 
radiator. In short, it has the effect of 
helping to ram the air through the 
radiator. 

One of the reasons for the success 
of the X-car is its fuel economy. 
Basic to the economy is the per- 
formance of the cooling system. The 
alectric-powered fan, for brea a) 


motion of the car is adequate to keep 
the engine from getting too hot. 

Less running of the fan translates 
into better fuel economy, because 
gasoline isn’t required to charge the 
battery to repface the current used 
by the cooling fan. 

The forthcoming all-new 
replacement for the Chevrolet 
Camaro has a good example of 
outside mirror design for least wind

noise and minimum drag, 

At Ford, the 1985-86 models, fairly 
Close to completion in the styling 
‘studios, will reflect the bulk of aero 
advances that are available to 
engineers and stylists today 

Drip moldings will be gone, 
particularly at the A-pillar (the 
pillars at each side of the wind 
shield). Very little will protrude 
beyond the sides of the car, Outside 
rear-view mirrors will be 
streamlined and door handles 
mostly recessed, according to 


Lewry. 
A great deal of work will be on the 
vehicle's underside to make it more 


Only six months ago’ designing 
cars with a 0.30 CD was considered a 


‘very aggressive" target, Lewry 


Now, he adds: “‘there~is no 
question" that 1985-86 cars, at least 
the sport vehicles, will get below a 
CDof 0.30 

Most progress, explains Lewry, is 
made “‘in little bits and pieces.”” 

To highlight the modern trend 
where the designers and engineers 
work together as a team, Lewry 
says his office is in the Ford Design 
Center in Dearborn instead of in 
some engineering complex remote 
from design. 

“We both report to the same 
boss,"" he concludes.
